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New York, Illinois, 
Pennsylvania, Others 
Join Bank Holidays 


Adams County Banks Refuse To Take Full 
Advantage Of Holiday And Remain Open 
To Accommodate Normal Business 
Needs Of Their Patrons. 


(By the A, P.) 
Bank holidays spread rapidly over 
New England and the middle west 
today bringing restrictions on de­ 
posit withdrawals to most of the 
country. 
Only eight of the 48 states re­ 
mained unaffected at midday. Two 
of these, Delaware and North Car­ 
olina, had taken legislative precau­ 
tionary action to be prepared for 
emergency. The other unaffected 
states at that time were Montana, 
Colorado, North Dakota, South Da­ 
kota, 8outh Carolina and Florida. 
New York and Illinois joir/xi the 
holiday states almost simultaneously 
with the issuance of gubernatorial 
proclamations in the early hours of 
the morning. Missouri, Iowa, Rhode 
Island, Massachusetts, Maine, Ne­ 
braska, New Hampshire, Pennsyl­ 
vania, Connecticut, New Jersey and 
Minnesota followed in quick succes­ 
sion. 
The Federal Reserve Banks of 
Philadelphia and New- York follow­ 
ed the action of their state.

Federal 
Reserve 
closing 
checked 
withdrawals of gold by domestic and 
foreign agencies. 
The New York stock exchange, 
the cotton exchange and Chicago 
board of trade also closed for the 
period of tne holiday. 
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Fenmy .foins Group 
Philadelphia, M arch 4 (AP).—A 
bank holiday was declared through­ 
out Pennsylvania today and Mon­ 
day. 
Clove rn or Pine hot, from W ashing­ 
ton, Issued the following statem ent: 
—■ “Because of the declara tion of a 
bank holiday in New York, Illinois 
lid most of the other states similar 
rtlon in Pennsylvania has become 
unavoidable. 
"Were our banks to rem ain open 
the demand upon them would im­ 
pose an impossible burden. 
"Therefore upon specific recom­ 
mendation of Governor Norris, of 
the Philadelphia Reserve bank I 
hereby 
declare 
a 
bank 
holiday 
throughout Pennsylvania on Satur­ 
day, March 4, and Monday, March 
6, 1933.” 


George W. Norris, governor of the 
Federal reserve bank, of Philadel­ 
phia, telegraphed all Adams county 
banks this morning, in accordance 
with instructions from the governor 
of Pennsylvania, that they should 
declare a bank holiday today and 
Monday. 
A meeting of the executive com­ 
mittee of the Adams county bankers' 
association was called at once and 
after full discussion of the matter 
the bankers of Adams county de­ 
cided it would be unfair to their 
patrons to take full advantage of 
the bank holidays without previous 
notice being given their patrons and 
decided that all banks should re­ 
main open Saturday afternoon for 
the purpose of accepting deposits, 
making 
change and allowing 
the 
cashing of checks drawn on their 
own banks for normal business ne­ 
cessities. 
A meeting of the boards of direc­ 
tors of the various banks in the 
county will be held early Monday 
morning to determine future action. 
Unless otherw’ise ordered the banks 
will continue to do business on Mon­ 
day for the acceptances of deposits, 
making of change and allowing the 
cashing of checks drawn on their 
own banks fear normal business ne­ 
cessities. 
In view of the declaration of the 
bank holidays the banks were ad­ 
vised that they could not ignore the 
proclamation entirely by permitting 
withdrawals for more than ordinary 
business needs.

What to do when involved in an 
accident on street or highway? 
That question, 
frequently con­ 
fronting motorists, is answered by 
the local unit of the Pennsylvania 
Motor Federation, A.A.A., in out­ 
lining what the state law requires. 
First of all, the driver of any ve- 
liicle Involved in an accident must 
stop. The next step is to render as­ 
sistance or see that medical aid is 
summoned if anyone is injured. 
This taken care of, the owner or 
driver of the vehicle should ask to 
see the operator’s license card of 
the other driver or drivers involved, 
and should in turn siiow his card. 
Tile federation points out that 
this is provided for in section 1024 of 
the motor code as follows: 
The driver and owner, lf pres­ 
ent, of any vehicle involved in any 
accident, resulting in injury or 
death to any person, or damage to 
property, shall, upon request, give 
his name, address, and the regis­ 
tration number of his vehicle, and 
exhibit his operator’s license to 
the person struck, or the driver or 
occupants of any vehicle collided 
with, and shall render to any per­ 
son injured in such accident rea­ 
sonable assistance, including the 
carrying of such persons to a phy­ 
sician cir surgeon for medical or 
surgical treatment, if it is appar­

3 Young Boys 
At Inaugural 


Washington, D. C., Mar. 4 (AP).— 
Franklin D. Roosevelt became presi­ 
dent today In a setting vibrant with 
the gravity of national responsibil­ 
ities and declared in his Inaugural * 
address he was prepared to submit 
a program of drastic remedies to 
euro the nation’s economic ills. 
Cheered by thousands as he pro­ 
nounced the words of his faith from 
the north steps of the capitol, the 
new president added that if con­ 
gress could not help carry this pro­ 
gram to fulfillment he would ask 
th at wartime powers be vested in 
the president. 
New Banking Safeguards 
He outlined only in general terms 
the program he had in mind but 
named among his objectives new 
safeguards for banking and against 
speculation. 
His induction into office was the 
high moment of an old-time inau­ 
gural to which one of the largest 
crowds in history had come. 
The new president said he would 
call the new congress into special 
session to carry out his planned a t­ 
tack on the crisis saying, “We must 
act and act quickly” but he did not 
reveal when the session would be 
called. 
Wants Sound Currency 
Among Uie policies outlined by 
the nation's new leader was th at 
“there must be provisions for an 
adequate but sound currency.” 
Standing in front of the capitol

Leadership in determining quality 
egg prices in the east, long held by 
the Pacific coast, has recently been 
surrendered to Pennsylvania and 
other eastern poultrymen. according 
to John A. McSparran, secretary of 
agriculture. 
On September 5. 1931, the best 
grade of Pacific coast egg sold on 
the Philadelphia market 
for 
35 
cents a dozen, while the Pennsyl­ 
vania “nearby white extras” sold 
for only 30 cents a dozen, a differ­ 
ence of five cents in favor of eggs 
which had come several thousand 
miles to market. 
Just a year later 
on September 5. 1932, the same 
grade of Pacific coast eggs sold for 
28 cents a dozen, while the “fancy 
large” grade of Pennsylvania eggs 
sold on the auction at Doylestown 
for 33 cents a dozen, a difference of 
five cents in favor of the Pennsyl­ 
vania product. 
During the middle 
of October, 1931, the difference ran 
from seven to as much tis nine cents 
a dozen in favor of western eggs, 
while in October, 1932. the difference 
average from five to eight cents in 
favor of the Pennsylvania egg auc­ 
tion sales. 
Rank With Best 
Secretary 
McSparran 
describes 
these prices as "concrete evidence of 
the greatest development in the 
poultry industry of Pennsylvania 


since the perfection of the mechan­ 
ical incubator.” 
The Pennsylvania egg auctions to 
which hundreds of poultrymen in 
the eastern portion of the com­ 
monwealth are bringing their eggs 
for grading and Sale under the vol­ 
untary state standards* has dem­ 
onstrated that the quality of eggs 
produced 
in 
Pennsylvania 
ranks 
among the nation’s best. 
During 
1932, the average price of the four 
top grades on the Doylestown auc­ 
tion was almost three cents a dozen 
higher than the New York price and 
over four cents above the Phila- 
J 
delphia price. The five egg auctions^ z 
now operating in Pennsylvania ha\ pA, 
sold 1,256,370 dozen of eggs since 
the first one was organized in 1931. 
Marketing officials believe there 
is room for more egg auctions in 
Pennsylvania but the locations must 
be carefully determined in order to 
insure success.
